| Saturday Evening Post publishes an article 


by ex-President Grover Cleveland on The 


Safety of the Prestdent.“ Mr. Cleveland is 


not in favor of the projected plan of keeping 
the President isolated. Hesays that not only 
have the people a right to see the President 
and shake his hand, but thet the President 
likes to meet the people, to talk. with them, - 
to come in contact with them. 

He believes that the present policy in that, 
respect should remain u , but thet 
better protection should be afforded the 
President by the men whose duty it is to 
guard his safety.
